THE PAID FIRE DEPARTMENT.
Tnae rmemex ooconpied oconsiderable of the
attention of Conncils yesterday, the subjeot
of a paid Fire Department being introdaced
in the shape of a very forcibly worded peti-
tion from some of the most prominent repre.
gentatives of the mannfgetaring, mercantile,
and professional interests of Philadelphia,
asking for the abolition of the volunteer sys-
tem as a dangerons nuisance. This petition
sot forth in very expressive language the sins
of omission and commission of the volunteor
firomen, mnd it indieated in an wun-
mistakable manner that a well-fonnded
alarm at the preseant condition of affairs
exists in the minds of those who have the
greatest interest atstakein the efficiency of the
means provided for the extinguishment of
fires. As an instance of the manuner in which
the volunteer system fails to satisfy the con-
ditions of an efficient organization, the peti.
tion relates that at the recent sugar refinery fire
on Ilace street, above Fonrth, two rival com-
panies at the outbreak of the fire disputed the
posasession of a plug for some twenty minutes,
during which time the conflagration inereased
beyond the power of the other companies to
subdue, In view of this and mainy other
facts that prove the worlhlessness of the
volunteer system, the petitioners were clearly
right in saying ‘*That the volunteer Fire De-
partment of this city is subversive of the
best interests of this, the second city in the
Union, is fraught with great evils to the
morals and peace of the communily, and is
not in keeping with the advanced spirit of the
age. That the rapid inorease of manufactaring
establishments, and ounr large extent of tarri-
tory, containing valuable property liable at
any moment to the ravages of fire, cull for a
regularly organized system of pro‘ection,
free from the evils necessarily connected with
an irresponsible body of volunteer firemen."”
